WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—The first battle of the march on Pekin has been 
fought and the Chinese defeated. 

The aHies lost 1200 men killed and wounded, the casualties being the heaviest 
among the Russians and Japanese. 

The battle lasted seven and one-half hours—from 8 a. m. to 10:30 a. m. Sun- 
day morning, Aug. 5. 

The news of the battle is cabled by C ommodore Taussig of the American war- 
ship Newark and by Admiral Remey. 

Commodore Taussig’s dispatch says the news comes to Chee Foo by the Brit- 
ish torpedo dispatch boat Fame. | 

Admiral Remey says his advices are official and reliable, that a battle was 
fought, but he does not give the number of killed and wounded. The allies, he says, 
numbered only 16,000. The number of the enemy is unknown. The loss to the 
allies is large. fully 15 per cent of the number engaged, and it indicates that the 
Chinese are fighting desperately. |

It is figured by military experts that a loss of 1200 killed and wounded on the

DOE RUN, Mo., Aug. 6.—This town and 


vicinity is in a ferment of excitement over 
the terrible ending of the feud between the 
Dooley and Harris families at the picnic 
Saturday. 

The feud is of two years’ standing and 
began when Wesley Harris eloped with the 
wife of Joseph Dooley. 

The Dooleys are farmers, living a short 
distance from Doe Run. The Harrises are 
also farmers, living a short distance away 
from the Dooleys. Wesley flarris had been 
a freqeunt visitor at the Dooley , home 
and his attentions to Mrs. Joseph Dooley 
had been noticed. One morning it was 
found that she was gone and inquiry 
showed that she had eloped with Wesley 
Harris. 

The Dooleys swore vengeance, but up 
to Saturday there had been no serious en- 
counter, 

It was rumored around the neighborhood 
that the two factions would attend the pic- 
nic, and trouble was feared, but for some 
reasson no steps were taken to have offi- 
Céirs of the law present. 

-’ At one side of the grove tn which’ the 
picnic was held a merry-go-round was in 
operation and surrounded by a large crowd. 

The Harris brothers drove into the 
grounds. Wesley Harris was accompanied 
by the former wife of Joseph Dooley, the 
woman who had given up all for him. 
They took seats on the merry-go-round. 

Hardly were they seated when the male 
members of the Dooley family, gil orf 
horses, came into the grounds. Joe oley 
went directly to the swing, stepped up be- 
side his former wife and kissed her in the 
mouth. He then turned away, cocked his 


Winchester and began firing at Wesley 
Harris.

Both of the Dooleys then remounted their 
horses and rode uP town and had the sheriff 
at Farmington called by telephone. To him 
they signified their desire to surrender. They 
are now in jail at Farmington. 

Excitement is running high here and there 
is considerable talk of taking the men from 
jail and lynching them.

PROSECUTION ATTEMPTS TO GET 
STATEMENT FROM POWERS’ 
WITNESSES. 


CAPT. WALCUTT ON THE STAND. 


Denies That His Militia Company Haid 
Been Kept Under Arms in An- 
ticipation of Shooting. 


GEORGETOWN, Ky., Aug. 6.—A confer- 
ence was held at Frankfort yesterday be- 
tween Capt. B. B. Golden, for the prosecu- 
tion in the Powers case, Green Golden, who 
is in jail there, charged with being an ac- 
cessory to the Goebel murder, Wharton 


Golden and Robert Noakes, the principal 
commonwealth witness, Attorney J. C. 
Maynor and two unknown Knox County 
men. An effort was made to get a state- 
ment from Green Golden, but it is not 
known w .h what result. 

The fifth week of the trial of ex-Sec- 
retary of State Caleb Powers, for alleged 
complicity in the Goebel murder conspir- 
acy began today. Ex-Gov. John Young 
Brown, chief counsel for Powers, says the 
defense will conclude its testimony prob- 
ably Friday, but possibly not until Satur- 
day. After that the prosecution will con- 
sume three or four days in rebuttal. 

Capt. D. B. Walcutt, who had charge of 
the soldiers that were quartered in the ar- 
senal at Frankfort, prior to the assassina- 
tion and who were called out immediately 
after, was the first witness called today. 
The troops, he said, were placed in the ar- 
senal Jan. 4, the day the Legislature met. 

Capt. Walcutt stated that it was about 
fifteen minutes after the assassination 
when the company was called out. On 
cross-examination he said he had never 
before seen the state arsenal under guard 
for the same. length of time. He got his 
orders from Adjutant-General Collier and 
did not know for what purpose the guard 
was placed there. He said it merely hap- 
pened that the soldiers were equipped with 
side arms and equipments and ready for 
active service when Goebel was shot: that 
it was not customary for the men to be

“DEAR SIR” AND “YOURS TRULY." 


To shorten labor and save time is to lengthen life. When, 
therefore, our contemporary, the Haberdasher, proposes to 
reduce the burden of business correspondence by abolishing 
“Dear Sir” and “Yours Very Truly” it is proposing a reform 
in the interest of longevity. 

Actual experiment has shown that it takes a typewriter one 
hour to write the formal words with which they are opened 
and closed in a batch of 500 letters. The Haberdasher finds 
that on the estimated total annual letter mall of the world. 
which is eight thousand million pieces, the “Dear Sirs” and 
“Yours Very Trulys’’ even if all written by machine, would 
take the time of one typewriter 6700 years, counting 300 days 
to the working year. The cost of the typewriting thus need-

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AN IMPERIAL CORNER IN WHEAT, 


A unique chapter in diplomacy is disclosed for the first time 
by J. D. Welpley in McClute’s Magazine for August. Ac- 
cording to his statement a serious proposition was made by 
the Russian ti.vernment to our Government at Washington 
on Nov. 4, 1896, to combine as governments to corner the 
entire sulplus wheat of the world. The object was to raise the 
price of wheat 100 for the benefit of the Russian and American 
farmers at the expense of all the rest of the bread-eating 
mankind. 

Our Government of course declined the proposition. 
not, in fact, within its power to assent to it. 

Together the United States and Russia produce about 90 per 
cent of the entire sulplus wheat of the world. The world’s 
wheat crop in 1898 was 2,879,000,000 bushels. The farmers who 
raised it sold it for’about 50 cents per bushel. The Russian 
scheme carried out, would add nearly $1,500,000,000 to the selling 
value of the entire crop. The farmers of the United States 
would thus gain about $350,000,000. The Russian farmers would 
add $200,000,000 to their income. Meantime the English people 
would find their food bill increased by over $60,000,000 a year. 
British farmers, per contra, would get $30,000,000 a year more 
for their small crop of wheat. 

It is plain enough that a Russo-American wheat trust would, 
in the present conditions, press most hardly upon Engiand. 

But the inevitable final outcome of such a combination, suc- 
cessful though it might be for a year or two, would be to stim- 
ulate wheat production in every country in the world where 
wheat can be grown.

FORTY FEET IN AIR 


WILLIE FIERKE AND HIS LITTLE BROTHER. 


Twelve-year-old Willie Fierke of 1239 
Worth Ninth street hung by his hands to 
a wire cable, stretched 40 feet above the 
ground, for 2 minutes Sunday morning 
and then dropped unhurt into a blanket 
held below him. Four-year-old Eli Schaer- 
mann of 1234 North Ninth street, executed 
@ similar feet for 15 minutes, when he 
tumbled into another blanket. But little 
El tumbled out of it again and injured 


his back slightly by contact with hard 
ground. 
The unique midair exhibition, unwillingly 


given by these youngsters, is still the 
prevailing topic of conversation in the | 
neighborhood in which they live. The fact | 
that they both escaped serious injury has | 
brought to light the ludicrous features of | 
the episode, ‘as well as their narrow escape 
from a fearful death. 

The scene of this exciting incident was 
the narrow street between the homes of | 
the Fierkes and the Schaermanns. A gang 
of Bell Telephone Co. employes were en- 
gaged in stringing a new heavy cable from 
post to post along Ninth street. Two teams 
of horses were utilized in lifting the cable 
into position. When the men and the teams 
had reached Cass avenue they rested, tem- 
porarily leaving a slack portion of the 
wire drooping almost to the sidewalk in 
front of the Schaermann residence. 

The boys of the neighborhood thought it 
would make a fine trapeze or turning pole. 
So0 a dozen or more of them climbed upon 
it. While in the midst of their pymnastic 
delights, the men at Cass avenue started 
the team. 

Up went the wire.

of them did but young sSchaerrianr and 

Fierke. The former was too frighi®q@d 

to make the jump and the latter didn't 
started in time. 

The wire saiied upward with a rush. In 
a minute che boys wera dangling from ire 
cable stretcied tightly from pel? to role. 
In a very few iwinutes the street below was 
filled with an excited crowd One ian 
turned in a fire wlerm Wthera secured 
blankets. Vi igus kinds of advice were 
shouted to the terrijied vceunsgesters. Tut 
they only cleszhed their teeth and hvrg 
on. 

In about fifteen minutes little Elis 
strength gave out and he dropped. One of 
the men ividing the blanket loosened his 
hold as the boy fell and he tumbled over 
on the ground. His mother carried him 
into the house, where it was found he was 
more frightened than hurt. 

In ten minutes more Fierke let go. A 
hook and ladder wagon had arrived at the 
same time. It brushed into the crowd and 
knocked some of the people against those 
holding the blanket, but they retained their 
hold and Fierke escaped, uninjured. 

Both the boys have recovered. Young 
Fierke has his right hand bandaged, it be- 
ing cut by the wire. Little Ell is apparent- 
ly none the worse for his bruises. The 
neighbors all smile when describing the 
appearance of the boys dangling from the 
wires. 

‘““f don’t want any more of that,’’ Fierke 
told the Post-Dispatch. ‘‘When I went up 
I thought I was never going to get down. 
I held on until my strength gave out. Then 
I just shut my eves and let go. I dort 
remember whether 1 landed on my head or 
feet. But I'm glad I came,out all right. I 
won't climb any more cables.”’

American Car and Foundry Co. Said 
Again to Be Contemplating a Con- 
solidation of Their Works. 


Notwithstanding denials, the report that

of conversation at St. Charles, where the 
hope of most of the people is father to the 
thought that the report is not true. 

It is no trouble at St. Charles to get de- 
nials of the report, but even those who deny 
it most strenuously continue to discuss it. 
Upon one point everyone is agreed, that if 


the report should prove correct and the 
ehops at St. Charles should be closed, even 
for a short time, great suffering will follow 
to many hundreds of people. .This is the 
reason that everyone at St. Charles—mer- 
chants, lawyers, preachers and doctors as 
well as the workingmen—are so deeply in- 
terested in the movements of the American 
Car and Foundry Co. 

The manager of the company admitted to 
the Post-Dispatch last week that the com- 
pany contemplated laying off a large num- 
ber of men at St. Charles, but denied that 
any movement lIcoking to the removal of 
the shops had been arranged. 

The latest report is that within a very 
short time the entire car wheel department 
of the St. Charles shops will be moved to 
Madison, Ill., where the American company 
has one of its largest branches. The ca- 
pacity of the St. Charles foundry is about 
150 wheels a day, while the capacity of the 
Madison foundry is about 700 wheels a day. 
In addition to the advantage of larger ca- 
pacity, the output of the Madison foundry 
has the advantage of the St. Charles foun- 
drv in the matter of freight rates. Py man- 
ufacturing at Madison the company saves a 
vast amount on the bridge arbitrary. 

Up to this time, it is stated. the com- 
pany has been deterred from making the 
change only by the fact that they had not 
been able to manufacture the wheels with 
as small a percentage of fuilures in mold- 
ing at Madison as at St. Charles. This dif- 
ficulty is said now to have been overcome. 

Another factor in the situation is the 
sudden coming into favor of the pressed 
steel freight car. Last week there was a 
rumor that the American Car and Foun- 
dry Co., frightened by the success of its ri- 
val, was preparing to absorb the pressed 
steel car company. 

If this deal should be consummated the 
end of the freight car shops at St. Charles 
would not be far distant. This is one of the 
largest departments in the shops at St. 
Charles and its closing down would throw 
nearly a thousand men out of emnlovment. 

The situation at St. Charlies is a little 
different from that of any other manufac- 
curing town in the country. The shops 
were started with local capital. Labor was 
furnished by the men of St. Charles. When 
the control passed out of the hands of 
local capitalists the poHcy of the new man- 
agement, which was located in St. Louis, 
was to perpetuate the course of the old 
management, which encouraged the em- 
ployment of local labor, and the workmen 
were encouraged by steady employment and 
good wages to build there own Homes and 
settle permanently in St. Charles. 

When the works went into the hands of 
the trust there was a great scare at St. 
Charles The people were reassured. how- 
ever, by the retention of H. B. Denker of 
St. Charles as general manager. Mr. Den- 
ker did not remain long, and when he re- 
tired the people of St. Charles felt that 
their best friend was now out of the shops 
and that nothing stood in the way of a 
shut-down, whenever the trust found it to 
advantage. 

It is no wonder, therefore. that the pros- 
pect of a shut-down is @ sidered with 
something akin to terror by the people of 
St. Charles. Many of the employes have 
grown gray in the shops and their sons 
have grown up ready to take their places. 
Most of the emploves have homes and fam- 
flies, and if a shut-down should occur, 
they would not know where to turn. 

The situation has a political phase. Most 
of the employes in 1896 supported McKinley. 
The closing of the St. Charles tobacco fac- 
tory by the trust brought the trust issue 
very close to the people of St. Charles, and 
the feeling of uncertainty over the future 
of the car shops is causing many of the 
most stanch Republicans among the em- 
— to waver. If the shons should close 
efore elction, the town of St. Charles and 
probably the county, both Republican. 
would undoubtedly go Democratic.

convey patients from the reception room to | 


the various wards upstairs. Persons are 
passing and repass:ng or it at all hours of 
the day and night. Physicians and attend- 
ants at the hospital consider it marve!tcus 
that no one was injured by the falling 
plaster. 

All over the hocpita! and especially tii ~he 
south end of the building, the plastering 
is in such condftion that a repetition of 
the accidents 07 Monday morning may be 
expected at any time unless repairs are 
made. 

In half a dozen places in division 15 where 
the helpless victims of tragedies and acci- 
dents are kept the plastering is seamed 
with cracks. 

Along the south end of the building the 
walls have settled away from the frames 
of the windows and doors. 

An accident in which lives will be sacri- 
ficed may yet be the final clinching argu- 
ment in favor of the erection of a new hos- 
pital.

A BANK SUED FOR DAMAGES 


Mrs. Betsy J. Coil Wants $10,000 
From the Pacific (Mo.) Bank for 


False Imprisonment. 


Mrs. Betsy J. Coll, wife of William Coll 
of Glencoe, filed a suit for $10,000 dam- 
ages against the Pacific Bank of Pacific, 
Mo., in the Circuit Court last Saturday, 
alleging false imprisonment. Thomas F. 


Ackerman, public administrator of this 
county, and Albert Koppitz and augue’ 
Manthe were also made defendants. he 
petition alleges that on June 22, 1900, the 
defendants instituted proceedings before C. 
C. Close, a justice of the peace of Pacific 
on a charge of obtaining money under false 
sretenses, dismissed the case upon Mrs. 
Foil agreeing to replace a certain sum of 
money which she had, jointly with her 
husband, drawn from the bank previously 
on a check. 

Mr. and Mrs. Coll were arrested on a4 
charge of wrongfully obtaining money on 
a check for $702, which Mr. Coll, as curator 
for two minor children of his deceas 
brother, received from @ahe government as 
pension due the children’s father, and 
which the Probate Court ordered placed 
in a bank.
